My  dear  sweet  Daddy! 


Daddy,  my  beloved,  please  don't  be  annoyed  that  I  have  not  written  for  such  a  long  time; 
I  did  not  have  stamps  nor  paper;  now  I  have  both  gotten  by  begging^I  am  very  well 
indeed.  [I  hope]  you  are  too;  are  you  all  in  good  health?  I  am  on  a  holiday  for  14  days  and 
I  am  relaxing  very  well,  sitting  at  home.  There  is  boiling  heat  outside  and  during  daytime 
I  only  reluctantly  put  my  nose  outside,  although  the  tropical  heat  does  not  do  me  any 
harm.  I  can  tell  you  something  political:  the  situation  is  getting  more  critical.  Bveryday 
there  are  dead  on  the  part  of  the  British,  and  the  Ani6$|but  unfortunately  there  are  also 
many  dead  on  our  part^but,  as  sad  as  it  is,  it  is  unavoidable.  In  the  harbor  there  are  three 
ships  with  illegal  [hnmigrants],  but  they  will  be  admitted  to  the  country.  I  want  to  advise 
my  sweet  sisters  to  pack  immediately,  and  come  over  as  soon  as  possible.  Do  iKit  laugh,  I 
am  serious.  You  certainly  read  about  the  White  Book  which  was  published  two  weeks 
ago.  According  to  this,  there  is  a  five  year  plan  restricting  Jewish  immigration  to  not 
more  than  75,000  Jews  in  five  years.  That  is  such  nonsense,  we  say,  in  this  year  alone,  so 
many  are  going  to  come  over,  but  meanwhile  we  do  not  talk  about  it,  for  we  are  so 
busy...The  illegal  umnigrants  are  added  to  the$e  75,000,  and  therefore  I  would  advise 
Putzi  and  Berti  to  come  hermit  is  probably  less  favorable  for  Putzi  because  it  is  terribly 
hot  here,  and  our  M^aked  wants  to  let  PutziU  come  over  on  a  certificate,  only  in 
November,  of  course.  Things  are  as  follows:  our  Mefaked  said  that  he  would  do 
everything  for  us  and  as  he  is  going  to  Rumania  in  November;  he  wants^o  marry  Putzi  in 
a  faked  marriage.

The  journey  is  not 
dangerous  now,  it  is  much  faster,  and  it  is  ahnost  legal.  You,  beloved  Dad,  should  not  go 
now,  but  aunt  Gisl  should  come  over,  for  75,000  are  allowed  to  come  here.  I  am  going  to

two  are  a  luxury!  Berti  should  prepare  herself  and  her  stuff;  cook  simple  things  and  learn 
English,  and  if  she  has  the  tmie,  Hebrew,  too.

Chaverim,  Chaverot,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  venorated  guests,  brothers  and  comrades  in 

fate!! 


On  behalf  of  the  organization  committee  I  am  having  the  high  honor  to  greet  and 
cordially  welcome  you.  With  great  pleasure  and  satisfiKtion  I  welcome  in  our  midst  our 
C^tain  and  all  the  officers  of  this  ship;  we  do  not  only  recognize  you  as  the  leaders  and 
steerers  of  this  ship  whom  we  entrusted  with  our  destiny  for  the  course  of  this  journey, 
but  we  recognize  you  also  as  the  representatives  of  the  Dutch  people,  to  which  the  Jewish

people  is  bound  in  deep  thankfuhiess  for  all  the  proofs  of  huma^ess  and  benevolence, 
which  were  shown  to  us  again  and  again  in  the  course  of  the  centuries.  We  invited  you  to 
celebrate  the  Purim  festival  With  us,  the  festival  that  is  also  called  '^festival  of  the  lot'*. 


*  ime  it  Mys  "Veodoom**  wtieraut  in  the  |>rogram  above  it  uyt  "Veendam^. 
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which  reminds  us  that  more  than  2000  yt^s  ago,  the  Jewish  people  was  saved  from  destruction, 
which  was  intended  by  Haman,  minister  and  advisor  of  King  Ahasveros»  saved  by  Mordediai 
and  Esther  with  the  help  of  God.  The  attack  against  the  Jews  fiuled  and  Hanum  was  left  with  his 
weU-eamed  &te. 

We  too,  want  to  celebrate  the  Purim  festival  today,  bound  in  remembrance  with  millions 
of  Jews  who  celebrate  this  festival  in  all  countries  on  eaith»  on  the  ships  of  all  oceans  and 
nations;  some  silently  and  withdrawn  in  melancholic  memory,  others  in  boundless  joy  of  life, 
just  in  the  way  that  is  suitable  for  a  natural  people. 

Released  from  the  sorrows  of  evoyday  life,  free  from  existential  anxieties  which  already 
may  get  hold  of  us  within  the  next  days»  released  of  the  burning  sorrow  for  our  old  parents, 
siblings  and  friends  whom  we  left  in  our  home  country  and  who  we  hope  will  soon  follow  us, 
we  warn  to  celebrate  this  festival  joyfrilly  and  thank  our  lot  that  we  were  fated  to  go  on  the 
journey  to  a  wdcoming  America  on  this  Dutch  ship  "Vendoom". 

In  the  bottom  ol our  hearts  we  are  a  people  with  a  veiy  positive  approach  to  life.  2000 
years  of  persecution,  suppression,  disparagement  and  humiliation  could  not  destroy  our  inner 
sfrength.  With  unbroken  courage,  proudly  held  up  heads,  in  the  awareness  of  our  right,  we 
departed  &om  our  homelands  for  a  new  part  of  the  worid  in  order  to  adiieve  new  opp<»tunities 
for  a  better  life  for  oursdves,  our  children,  and,  with  God's  help  our  parents  and  relatives  as 
weU. 

It  was  the  help  of  the  Jewish  comnnmity  which  in  most  cases  made  it  possible  that  we 
could  go  on  this  journey,  and,  thanks  to  the  Jewish  relief  committees  m  Holland,  we  spent  a 
couple  of  beautifol  and  carefree  days  in  this  god-gifted  country,  now  the  Jewish  community  of 
America  will  pave  the  way  for  our  first  steps  in  the  struggle  for  our  new  existence. 

For  some  of  us,  buried  sources  of  Judaism  have  been  revived  in  these  days  and  a  nearly 
extinguished  chord  has  begun  to  sound  again  and  everyone  of  us  experienced  the  truth  of  the 
sentence:  **Kol  Israel  Chaverim",  "All  Jews  are  bound  together  in  fellowship'*.^*

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As  the  Jewish  community  over  ail  countries  and  oceans  cared  for  us  in  a  fraternal 
manner,  we  want  to  thank  this  community  with  all  our  might  as  soon  as  we  will  have  solid 
ground  under  our  feet  again.  Our  gratitude  should  not  only  embrace  our  brothers  and  sisters  left 
bdiind,  but  should  also  boiefit  the  entire  Jewi^  community. 

The  Jewish  people  is  about  to  establish  a  new  home  in  Palestine  under  most  difficult 
conditions.  This  enteii>rise  is  difficult,  vefy  difficult,  but  the  achievement  of  sovereignty  has 
never  been  an  easy  task  ix  any  people,  so  the  achievemoit  of  our  national  freedom  too, 
demands  the  cooperation  of  all;  of  people  of  good  will  who  do  not  indulge  in  negative  criticism, 
but  who  will  instead  contribute  their  ^iritual  and  material  energies  to  the  construaion  of  our 
old -new  land. 

In  the  same  way  as  the  human  heart  is  meant  to  supply  all  parts  of  the  body  with  the 
necessary  amount  of  blood,  aheady  now  Palestine,  meant  to  be  the  country  that  nourishes  the 
Jews  who  are  dispersed  in  ail  parts  ol  the  world,  to  provide  them  with  the  nourishment  which  is 
iKcessary  to  preserve  thdff  substance  and  to  unify  all  Jewries  to  a  sii^e  Jewry;  return  to 
Judaism,  before  the  return  to  the  Jewish  kmd.^* 

And  thus  the  words  of  the  unfoigettable  chief  Rabbi  of  Vienna,  Dr.  Zwi  Perez-Chayes, 
should  be  our  remindo*  and  guiding  word:  '^Every  beat  of  my  heart,  evoy  spaik  of  my  spirit, 
every  hour  of  my  life  should  be  dedicated  to  Judaism  and  the  social  liberation  of  humanity;  God 
give  me  power  aad  strength." 

Now  I  must  give  my  warmest  thanks  to  all  the  people  who  hdped  to  organize  this 
evening.  While  wishing  you  all  "Gut  Punm  1  declare  the  celebration  to  be  opened.  —
